THE PBOSFECT FOR .FARMERS.—The west 


is in lack. Last year it had the largest 
crop of whent and corn this country ever 
saw, 
for-which, owing to the drbuthisooth, 


and the wet season on the continent and in 
England,.very fair prices %vere realized.— 
Notwithstanding, however, the laige ship- 
ments of these cereals to every quarter, the 
farmers of the north-west still hold :over 
half their crop of wheat, and five-sixths of 
their corn, and an unusually large.surplus 
of rye, oats, harley, and the minor crops. 


This being the case, the agricultural 


journals are discnssing the question, Will 
it pay for farmers to seed'heavily in wheat 
and corn this -year? 
Will not ;prices-de- 


scend to a ruinous figure ifyto the already 
overflowing warehouses of the west, a new 
and perhaps a heavy crop of cereals is to 
be:added? 


As farmers are now :in the midst of seed-- 


time, we present a few considerations to: 
them which may help to form their judg- 
ment as to what is best to be done. 


1. Large crops in this country have gen- 


erally coexisted with good, prices. 
Wheat 


was never so high as in 1854 and '55, when 
crops were abundant, nor so low as in 1858 
when wheat was rusted, and the crop did 
not pay .for cutting. In fact, heavy wheat 
and. 
corn crops create their own demand, 


by stimulating all manner of industry. 


2. The wheat .crop of England lor the 


coming year will inevitably, fall far .below 
an average, while, notwithstanding the 
heavy shipments, the country is fearfully 
bare of grain. The deficiency of last year 
is proved by official statistics to he fully. 3S 
per cent., while the wet fall, the October 
irost, and the unusually stormy spring, have

We cannot have too much corn and bread 
.in the laud, especially if, as the grim por- 
tents of the time forebode, we are about 
entering upon nn era of civil strife and for- 
eign war.—N. T. World.

The bill to place the si ,te on a "war foot-

bonds, bearing six persnnt interest, payable 
in-ten years; not to be sold for less than 
their par valae, and not to be sold until the 
president of tfie United States calls upon 
the governor of this state for troops to de- 
fen'drthe general government. The 'bonds 
are then-to be disposed of and the proceeds 
paid into the state treasury, to be drawn out 
upon the warrant of the governor, in pay- 
ment of the expenses of mustering "Wiscon- 
sin troops into the service of the national 
government.
